President Paasikivi did not men- 
tion the Soviét note directly. He 
said Finland desires “good and 
friendly relations with our neigh- 
bors, and especially with our 
eastern neighbor.” He added that 
the “main principle of our foreign 
policy is to observe agreements en- 
tered int.” 

Since 1917 the Finns have been 
living in precarious independence 
alongside the Soviet Union. Twice 
—in 1939-40 and 1941-44—Russo- 
Finnish relations exploded into 
war. The Finns lost both times,’ 
and suffered loss of territory. 

The Social Democratic Govern- 
ment of Finnish Premier Karl Fa- 
gerholm is no Soviet satellite. 
Stoutly, Fagerholm and President’ 
Paasikivi insist on maintaining 
democratic forms and traditions. 

But in April, 1948, the Finns, 
were obliged to enter into a 
friendship and mutual assistance 
pact with Moscow. The Russians 
now accuse the Finns of violating 
both the peace treaty of 1944 and 
the friendship pact by failure to 
turn over war criminals. Mos- 
cow’s strongly phrased demands 
are only the latest in a series of, 
pinpricks that have been coming 
from Moscow.

country’s independence.

By 1910 Atlanta’s population 
had zoomed to 154,839, and the 
city was brash enough to -seek 
and get its first season of Metro- 
politan Opera. This was a big 
year of further business expan- 
sion and construction. The Wal- 
ton Building and American Sav- 
ings Bank Building were erected, 
and a $3,000;000 bond issue was 
voted for water mains, schools 
and Grady Hospital. : 


President Taft, Teddy Roose- 
velt and Woodrow Wilson 
came to Atlanta in 1911 te ad- 
dress the Southern Commer- 
cial Co and the 22 Ma- 
rietta Street Building joined 


the skyline. 


Building of the Ford plant in 
1912 wasan important industrial 
milestone, and 1913 saw the con- 
struction of the huge Hurt and 
Healey Buildings, the Ansley 
Hotel and the ill-fated Winecoff. 
The Atlanta Hotel was built two 
years later. 

In 1914 the Federal Reserve 
Bank was opened, Emory Uni- 
versity was established and the 
new Fulton County courthouse 
completed. Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity was founded the next year, 
the Southeastern Fair was or- 
ganized, and martial law was 
called to protect Gov. John M. 
Slaton after he had commuted 
the death sentence of Leo Frank. 


America’s entry into the 
First World War resulted in 
Camp Gordon being built here 
in 1917. The Peachtree Arcade 
was completed, and the great 
‘Atlanta fire caused $5,000,000 
damage and made thousands 
homeless.

Two big events occurred in 
1939—the Baptist World Alliance 
and the Gone With the Wind pre- 
miere, which attracted a crowd 
of 300,000 to watch Clark Gable, 
Vivien Leigh, Carole Lombard, 
Olvia de Haviland and other 
movie stars parade along Peach- 


1940 to 1950 

Atlanta entered the forties 
with a population of 302,288 
within the corporate limits and 
an estimated 359.000 in the met- 
ropolitan area. The decade was 
ushered in by the heaviest snow- 
storm in modern history. Ogle- 
thorpe University’s Crypt of 
Civilization was sealed, 
“Met” returned to Atlanta after 
a 10-year absence, and work was 
started on the Naval Air Station. 

The next five years were 
war vears and building con- 
struction virtually ceased. 
Blackout drills followed the 
Jap attack on Pearl Harbor, 
and the city mobilized for the 
war effort as its sons left to 
fight. Work started in 1942 on 
the huge Bell bomber plant 
which was soon to turn out 
B-29s. The Sev.ond War Loan 
was oversubscribed in 1943, 
the year Madame Chiang Kai 
‘Shek visited the city. In 1944 
the Atlanta Ordnance Plant 
was the scene of a $2,000,000 
fire. 

President Roosevelt’s death at 
Warm Springs and the end of 
the war made the big news in 
1945. with thousands celebrating 
VJ Day in downtown Atlanta, 

The first post-war year saw 
Atlantans vote a $40,000,000 
bond issue for: improvements. 
The peacetime boom. began with 
266 new manufacturing plants 
established. Eugene Talmadge 
was elected Governor for the 
fourth time but died before he 
could take office. The year end- 
ed after Atlanta’s worst disaster 
—the death of 119 persons in 
the Winecoff fire. . 

The two-Governor contro- 
versy made headline news in 
1947. Atlanta’s campaign to 
annex Buckhead and Cascade 
Heights failed. Opening of the 
new Ford plant at Hapeville 
made industrial history. Com- 
pletion of the new General 
Motors plant at Doraville was 
another top sign of progress 
in 1948. 

Atlanta marched ahead in 1949 
as the first half century drew 
to a close. The Chamber of 
Commerce launched an effec- 
tive “Keep Atlanta Ahead” pro- 
gram. Ninety new industries 
brought the city’s total to 1.544. 
More new homes, buildings, 
schools and churches went und. 
Work was started on the $40,- 
000,000 expressway system, and 
the city got approval of a $30,- 
000,000 public housing project.

How to Start the New Half-Century Right — 

Late on the last afternoon of the old year, one of our 

country’s most successful bankers sat restlessly at his 

desk. His secretary and other employees had been sent 

home early so that they might prepare for the New 

e himself should have left his 

office much sooner so that he could dress to attend a 
dinner party to which he had been invited. 


Yet, somehow, he could not leave. He had a sense of 
things left undone, a vague stirring of unrealized fears. 
He had always been plagued by an insecure feeling about 
decisions made. He was continually apprehensive that 
perhaps these decisions would not turn out right. So, on 
this particular evening, he found himself beginning to 
go over each of his business actions of the day and begin- 
ning to be afraid that he had made many, mistakes, not 
only during that day, but throughout the year that was 
just coming to an end. 

Being a methodical person, he reached for a pad and 
a pencil. He filled the first page with a list of the deci- 
sions in which he might have been mistaken during that 
day. It was a long list. On the next page, he compiled 
the previous day’s decisions, but it was a smaller. list. 
And, on the page following, he wrote out a still smaller 
list covering the day, before that. When he came to the 
fourth day previous, he could remember only one deci- 
sion that troubled him. Further back, he could recall no 
decisions that had turned out too badly. The sum total 
of things was in his favor. 

Disgusted with himself, he wadded the papers up into 
a ball and threw them at the wall opposite him. The 
papers bounced off the wall and fell into a near-by waste- 


basket. And, as the banker watched those papers drop. 


into the basket, he felt a sense of relief, as though a 
weight had been lifted from his shoulders. | 

“You know,” he said, as he told me this story, “I felt 
like a new man. And I’ve felt better ever since. I real- 
ized that there was nothing I-could do about my past 
mistakes and that there just wasn’t any point in being 
afraid of them. I couldn’t even remember most of them 
after a few days. The thing I had to do was to look for- 
ward into the future.” . 

This man had learned a basic truth. That truth is that 
it is unhealthy to carry out today and preserve for to- 
morrow the mistakes and failures of yesterday. Today is 
designed to carry its own burdens and no more. The 
Scriptures say that sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof, or the responsibility therefor. 

Sir William Osler, a great physician, lectured in 1906 
at Yale University. What he said on that occasion is as 
wise and fresh as when first uttered. He told the assem- 
bled students that before they learned anything else, 


they ought to learn this: live one day at a time. 


He had just made an ocean voyage and he described 
how a great ocean liner is so built that its captain, by 
merely pressing a button, can bring down great iron 
doors to shut off one bulkhead from another. This safety 
device often can keep a ship afloat in an emergency. 
Osler reminded his audience, that, in the voyage of life, 
you must discover how to press a button and make the 
great bulkheads of your mind come down. Learn to shut 
out your yesterdays, and all their failures, mistakes and 
unhappiness. Learn, too, how to shut out the unborn 
tomorrows, so that you are always concentrating your 
powers on making the best of the day at hand. 

Osler said that you can learn to live so that when you 
move into the next bulkhead, the iron door will lift and 
fall again to shut out both the future and the past. His 
wisdom ‘was a profound insight into human nature. 

We are beginning a new year. More than that, we are 
beginning a new half-century. I don’t approve of limit- 
ing oneself to New Year’s resolutions because I think 
we have to resolve to change for the better, not once a 
year, but every day. 

However, there is one resolution I can heartily rec- 
ommend. That is a resolution to start the New Year 
and the new half-century right by practicing the art of 
forgetting. Forget those things that are behind, get them 
off your mind. If you have sinned or made mistakes, 
get forgiven and learn from them, then walk away from 
them, and forget them. No matter what you have done, 
forgive yourself as God forgives you, then forget it. 

The Bible tells us, “Forgetting those things that are 
behind, and reaching forward unto those things that are 
before, I press forward to the mark.” That is the only

Looking Back Over 
15 Sugar Bowl Battles 


NEW ORLEANS, La.—The Sugar Bowl football 
F.; game was born 15 years ago, on Jan. 1, 1935. The 
' first game attracted some 28,000 fans. Today’s bat- 
-- tle between Oklahoma and LSU will be played, 
i: before 83,000—concrete evidence of the classic’ 5 
Z * growth in size and importance. 

The Tigers and Sooners have their work cut out for them to) 
equal the thrilling performances by some of the game’s renter 
players down through the years. 

In fact, looking back over the history of the game is like reading 
a who's who of college football. Let’s do it: 


JAN. 1, 1935: TULANE 20; TEMPLE 14—Pop Warner was the 
Temple coach. Ted Cox handled the Greenies. Litthe Monk Simons 
85 yards on a kickoff for one of Tulane’s touchdowns. Dave 
Smukler, Temple fullback, kept the Owls in the thick of the battle 
but “Tulane finally seored the winning touchdown in “the fourth 
quarter. 


JAN. 1, 1936: TCU 3; LSU 2—Dutch Meyer and Bernie Moore 
were the rival coaches. Sammy Baugh was TCU’s quarterback but 
had little chance to throw many of his passes because of the wet| 
field which resulted in the baseball score. Both teams scored in’ 
the second quarter, Taldon Manton kicking a 19-yard field goal to 
give the Frogs victory. 35,000 saw this one. 


JAN. 1, 1937; SANTA CLARA 21; LSU 14—The first real big 
upset of the series. The Broncos scored twice in the first 11 min- 
utes of play, both on passes, and again in three minutes of the 
third period with & transplanted Mississippian named Frank Smith 
scoring on an end around. Gaynell Tinsley, coach of this present 
LSU team, scored one of his team’s touchdown. Buck Shaw and 
Bernie Moore were the coaches. 


JAN. 1, 1938: SANTA CLARA 6; LSU 06—The Tigers’ third 
straight attempted at a Sugar Bowl victory again resulted in failure 
in a light drizzle. A first quarter pass from Pellegrini to Jim Cough- 
lan produced the only touchdown and LSU later was halted on the 
Bronco three. Buck Shaw again beat Bernie Moore. 


JAN. 1, 1939: TCU 15; CARNEGIE TECH 7—Dutch Meyer turne 
loose Davey O’Brien in this one. George Muha scored for Tech, 
which held a one-point lead at halftime. But then Davey started' 
pitching. He completed 17 of 28 passes for 225 yards. Bill Kern) 
was the losing coach and Eddie Dyer, St. Louis Cardinal baseball |. 
manager, was the linesman. & 


JAN. 1, 1940: TEXAS A&M 14; TULANE 13—Another real 
thriller, featuring big John Kimbrough of the Aggies and Bill 
Banker and Bobby Kellogg of Tulane. Kimbrough played 60 min- 
utes. Homer Norton was the winning coach and Red Dawson the 
loser. A crowd of 73,000 saw this one. 


JAN. 1, 1941: BOSTON COLLEGE 19; TENNESSEE 13—Here 
was Frank Leahy’s first claim to fame as a football coach. Here 
were two undefeated and untied teams which went at each other 
for 60 minutes of rock and sock football. Charlie O’Rourke, Mike 
Holovak and Bud Maznicki were BC’s stars. Bob Foxx, Ike Peal, 
Bob Suffridge and Ed Molinski were Tennessee standouts. The 
Vols led, 7-0 at halftime, but a blocked kick, the first in seven yea 
on a Tennessee team, opened the gates for the Eagles and O’Rourke’ 3 
24-yard run in the final period won the game. Bob Neyland was 


the losing coach. 


JAN. 1, 1942—FORDHAM 2; MISSOURI 0—The first —) 
appearance in the Bowl was staged by Missouri.

The Aggies’ Jim Fenimore beat the 
Gaels’ Herman Wedemeyer in a battle of all Americah backs. Jim 
Lookabaugh and Jim Phelan were rival coaches. 


JAN. 1, 1947: GEORGIA 20; NORTH CAROLINA 10—A near 
upset by the Tarheels but Charley Trippi refused to be beaten. | 
Trailing twice in the game, the Bulldogs came from behind-wi 
three second-half touchdowns.

Too Many Counties 


Editor Constitution: Like most everyone who 
is interested in Géorgia, I have been reading the 
different suggestions and reports for a complete 
tax revision. It is certain that it will take more 
money to operate our State if we have better 
schools, roads, etc. 

The real problem in Georgia is just too many 
small counties. Counties that cannot support 
themselves, much less make any contribution to 
the State. I would like to see our Constitution 
amended so that, after the U. S. census of 1950, 
the 50 counties with the smallest population 
would have to be merged with the 100 larger 
counties. Just a step in the right direction. 

Some people claim that the large counties 
would get control of the State if the smaller 
counties are eliminated. To correct this problem, 
the Constitution should be amended so that the 
six counties with the largest population would 

epresentatives; the next 19 counties 
would have two representatives and the other 75 
counties would have one representative each. 
There is a big drop in population between the 
first six counties and the seventh and eighth 
counties. There would be 34 Senators. One from 
Fulton County and one for every three other 
counties. ' 

This would cut out 94 Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and enable the State to pay a decent 
salary for such work. This would eliminate 59

NEW YORK—Now at last comes a decision of the U. S. Tax Court holding that 
the late, historic Frank Nitto, better, and worse, known as Nitti, shook down the 
magnates of the glamorous make-believe world of Hollywood, but was entitled to 


on a tax. 


other it became the hoodlum’s legal property. 

Nitto was one of Al Capone’s men in the 
heyday of the prohibition underworld, a little 
crook of harsh renown, accused informally and 
oft of infamies multiple and various. He shot 
himself on March 19, 1943, the day after he and 
others were indicted in New York for violating 
the anti-racketeering law. The rest went to 
‘prison. Thence politicians of the Truman ad- 
herence got them paroled two years ago, thereby 
raising a scent so noisome that, on second thought, 
the Department of Justice put them back. 


When prohibition ended, the Capone mob 
took over two internationals of the A. F. of 
L. with the knowing submission, if not the 
formal consent, of the executive council, the 
cabinet,*so to speak, of William Green, Presi- 
dent. These were the International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Electricians and Moving 
Picture Employees, 
movie union, and the Building Service Em- 
ployees’ Union. No thanks to Green nor to 
Joseph Padway, the general counsel of the 
A. F. of L., the boss criminals of both rackets 
were sent to prison. 


The two chief hoodlums of the movie union 
racket were George Browne, a drunken bum, and 
Willie Bioff, an old-time brothel-keeper, both of 
Chicago. ° 

After careful investigation between New York 
and Hollywood, and prolonged hounding of crook- 
ed Illinois officials, Bioff was dragged back from 
California and locked up in the,Chicago Bride- 
well, but with a private office and a tub of iced 
beer renewed each day, to serve six months on an 
old conviction of running a house of prostitu- 
tion. The investigation continued, against the 
wails of the A. F. of L. and ultimately Browne 
and Bioff were convicted in the Federal Court 
and sent away. 

After Nitto killed himself, the Internal Reve- 
nue claimed a tax on his share of the Holly- 
‘wood shakedown. James A. O’Callaghan, of Chi- 
cago, attorney for Nitto’s widow, contended that 
money obtained by extortion is neither taxable 
nor le on the ground that title does not 
pass to the extortioners but remains in the vic- 


tim. The proposition discriminates against honest’ 


‘men in favor of rogues, against honest earnings 
in favor of booty; but a precedent seemed to ap- 
ply to that part of Nitto’s revenues which was 
got by extortion. The government claimed and 
now gets about $441,000 in deficiencies and pen- 
ties, limited, however, to the assets available.

Browne and 
Bioff agreed with Nitto and his group that they 
would jointly carry out on a larger scale a pro- 
gram of securing funds from members of the 
motion picture industry. Nitto and his group 
undertook to bring their influence to bear to 
secure the election of Browne as national presi- 
dent of the I. A. T. S. E. in the 1934 convention. 
Browne was successful and remained in office 
until 1940.” . 

“Upon his election, Browne appointed Bioff 
his personal representative and Nitto’s group 
— Circella to oversee the various activi- 
ies. 

“Browne and Bioff and sometimes Circella 
would approach the top executives of the motion 
picture exhibitors and producers and exact money 
in return for which they sought to insure that 
che number of employees would not be increased 
and that strikes would not be called. The funds 
were generally paid to Browne, Bioff and Cir- 
cella in a somewhat secretive manner. 

“During the’ years 1935 to 1940 over $1,000.- 
000 were received. Nitto did not report any of 
this income. 

“Petitioner urges that such proceeds did not 
represent taxable income under the doctrine of 
Commisisoner ‘vs. Wilcox, holding that embez- 
zled funds are not taxable income,” it said. “In 
that case the funds were misappropriated with- 
out the knowledge or permission of the owner. 
The Willcox case does not stand for the proposi- 
tion that all funds “fraudulently or illegally ac- 
quired’ are non-taxable. Although the payers 
may have had the right to recover the funds, 


- at least until such time, imposition of an income 


tax on the payees would not be improper. The 
payers knowingly and willinging paid and, in a 
sense, lent encouragement and participated with 
full knowledge of the facts in the activities of 
Browne and Bioff and the Nitto group. We fail 
to see how the doctrine of the Willcox case can 
apply.” .

In view of the fact that tax 
assessments are very vital to the 
county, as well as to the tax- 
payers, it was the desire of this 
jury to go into all angles of pro- 
cedure and to determine whether 
or not there were any tax dis- 
criminations or irregularities of a 
nature that would incriminate any 
of the tax assessors or any em- 
‘ployees im the tax assessors office 
‘of being involved in any actions 
that would be illegal, or of having 
any criminal action or criminal 
intent. 

At the request of the Grand 
Jury, the three tax assessors, the 
attorney for the tax assessors of- 
fice, the county attorney, the coun- 
ty auditor, various members of the 
tax assessors office and others 
were interviewed. In addition to 
these, two members of the City 
Tax Assessors Office were inter- 
rogated for the purpose of de- 
termining the interlacing pro- 
cedure between these two tax as- 
sessing agencies and the coopera- 
tion which existed betwen the 
two. 

For the purpose of a more de- 
tailed check into the matter of 
discrimination and irregularities, 
a well-known firm of Certified 
Public, Accountants was employed 
and a specific check was made on 
more than twenty-five concerns 
paying taxes in this county and 
specific checks made also on real 
estate in various localities. The 
cross section of business concerns 
whose assessments were examined 
were grouped so that comparisons 
could be made of businesses of a 
like nature. These groups included 
in the main, Manufacturers, Re- 
tail merchants, Wholesalers and 
chain stores, and Financial insti- 
tutions (banks and loan com- 
panies). 

The evidence as presented by 
witnesses and the evidence pro- 
duced by the Accountants em- 
ployed was lengthy and was ex- 
amined by this jury very thor- 
oughly from every angle. 

As a result of all the evidence 
obtained, several conclusions have 
been made by the jury: 

Although recognition is made of 
the fact that there are, and al- 
ways will be, some variations in 
tax assessments, there has been 
no evidence submitted to substan- 
tiate any charges that there has 
been wilful or criminal discrimi- 
nation or irregularities on the 
part of the tax assessors or in the 
tax assessors office. 

It was definitely established, 
however, that the tax assessors of- 
fice is burdened with a great deal 
of friction betwen the tax as- 
sessors and employees, and we 
recommend to the Commissioners 


condition be investigated as soon 
as possible, and that such re- 
organization of this office as is 
necessary be effected. We also re- 
quest the County Commissioners 
to report to the January-February 
1950 Grand Jury any actions taken 
to relieve this inefficiency.

its management, but the fault of 
established methods. As a matter 
of remedying this situation, this 
jury has made considerable in- 
vestigation and seriously recom- 
mends to the Commissioners of 
Roads and Revenues the installa- 
tion of mechanical tabulating 
equipment, which we believe will 
better coordinate accounting be- 
tween the tax assessors, the tax’ 
receivers, and the tax collectors) 
office. This type of equipment is 
being used by many large cor- 
porations, and by the Federal Gov: | 
ernment, and incidentally, by our 
néighbor, DeKalb County, and by 
all investigations, accounting effi- 
ciency has been greatly increased, 
We further believe that the in- 
s tion of this equipment will 
save the county considerable sums 
of money yearly. 


It has been found that there is 
a lack of uniformity in some of 
the methods of tax assessments in 
the county which, however, is not} 
the fault of the county tax as- 
sessors office. For instance, where- 
as the county by procedure usual- 
ly takes the assessmerit made by 
a municipality and computes its 
taxes therefrom, the assessments 
made by different municipalities 
vary to such an extent that there 
are obvious inequalities, We,| 
therefore, recommend that some 
method be established to bring 
about uniform assessments. We, 
further, believe that a solution to 
this problem will be to have the 
tax assessors office cover the 
county at large, with no relation- 
ship to assessments as made by 
municipalities in such cases where 
the assessments do not conform 
with the over-all pattern desired 
by the county. 

In the investigation of tax mat- 
ters it was found that the county 

x assessors office did not, in 
several instances, take the assess- 
ment of business concerns as were 
accepted by the City of Atlanta. 
In these instances the assessments 
were justly raised and resulted in 
a following adjustment by the 
City of Atlanta, all of which 
brought additional revenue to 
both the County and the City, We 
comment the County Tax As- 
sessors Office for its vigilance in 
these cases and recommend to the 
City Tax Assessors Office that it 
be more diligent in obtaining 
proper facts from which to make 
assessments. 


LIQUOR INVESTIGATION: 

This Grand Jury has been in- 
vestigating violations of liquor 
laws in Fulton County and as a 
result, indictments have been re- 
turned against those violators 
where evidence submitted war- 
ranted. 

It has, however, been impossible 
for the Grand Jury to complete its 
investigation during this term and 
recommends a continuation of the 
investigation by Grand Jury dur- 
ing the January-February 1950 
term. 

For the information of the pub- 
lic generally, and the members of 
the next Grand Jury particularly, 
this Grand Jury desires to present 
a resume of the events which pro- 
ceeded, and , during our 
investigation, and the conclusions 
this body has formed. 

On August 3, 1949, the State 
Revenue Commissioner reported 
that numerous and flagrant viola- 
tions of the “Revenue Tax Act 
to Legalize and Control Alcoholic 
Beverages and Liquors” were and 
had been occurring throughout 
the State, 

The situation reported by the 
Commissioner was statewide and 
not confined merely to Fulton 
County. Therefore, on August 5, 
1949, the Solicitor General and 
Grand Jury of Fulton County re- 
q the Governor to provide 
funds for a thorough and complete 
investigation of the situation in its 
statewide entirety. 


On 6, 1949, the Gov- 
qrnur apetinted a Special Depuly

Assistant Attorney General on a 
full time basis for the purpose 
working with the Solicitors Gen- 
eral of the State in the prosecu- 
tion of those responsible for the 
organization and conduct of liquor 
businesses violating existing laws, 
and allocated moneys to be ex- 
pended from emergency funds 
through the Law Department for 
such purpose. 

The State Revenue Commis-

various counties. ; 

Due to the delay on the part of 
the Office of the State Revenue 
Commissioner to furnish sufficient 
evidence to the Solicitor Géneral 
of Fulton County, it was neces- 
sary to serve on the Commissioner 
of Revenues a subpoena duces 
tecum directing him to produce at 
the Grand Jury Session on De- 
cember 16, 1949, “all records, 
documents and evidence” he had 
“secured revealing violations of 
the liquors of Georgia by all 
(other than specifically named) 
persons, firms, corporations and 
= whomsoever they may 
e.” 

The indictments referred to 
above were returned on the evi- 
dence produced by the Commis- 
sioner of Revenue at the Decem- 
ber 16, 1949, Grand Jury Session, 
as supplemented by additional evi- 
dence supplied by the Solicitor 
General’s Office. These indict- 
ments cover only a portion of all 
violations of, and all offenders 
against, the liquor laws in Fulton 
County during the past two years. 

The evidence submitted to this 
Jury is conclusive in showing that 
liquor sales have been made to 
dry counties continuously since 
the sale of liquor in Georgia was 
legalized February 3, 1938. The 
evidence further showed that the 
State Revenue Department of 
Georgia and each Revenue Com- 
missioner has been fully aware of 
this fact at all times and had rec- 
ords to substantiate this fact, and 
that each Administration has been 
equally lax in its enforcement of 
the law. The fact that this Jury 
believes there were violations of 


law are indicated by the indict- 19 


ments made. However, it is the 
wish of this Jury to say to the 
general public that these and 
other violators were lulled into 
security by the apparent approval 
of the violations over a period of 
more than ten years, although the 
State officials are under oath to 
uphold the law. 

The fact that the present State 
Administration has taken action 
to enforce the law deserves faint 
praise because of the apparent 
political complexion that the in- 
vestigation has followed. 


CRIME LABORATORY: 

It is the thought of this jury to 
commend and to further advance 
any worthwhile work done by any 
department of the county. A com- 
mittee of this jury made an in- 
spection tour of the Crime Lab- 
oratory. This is a department of 
which we may well be proud. 
Chief Neal Ellis, Herman 
Jones, and Mr. George Cornett, 
are to be praised for the work 
which they are doing. Not only 
does this laboratory do work for 
this county, but it assists the City 
of Atlanta and other cities and 
counties. It is our recommenda- 
tion that the County Commission- 
ers sponsor this department to the 
extent that it employs an under- 
study to Dr. Jones and to Mr. Cor- 
nett. This department is creditable 
and valuable to Fulton County 
and should be recognized and ad- 
vanced as such.

Department of Public Welfare, its 
Board Chairman, Dr. Luther M, 
Vinton, declared. It only begins to 
tell the full story of the 12-months 
operation contained in the annual 
report, however. o 

Of the amount, ..ulton County 
spent about $900, 000 with the bal- 
ance in excess of $4,000,000 being 
acministered from State and Fed- 
eral funds as their contribution to 
‘old age assistance, aid to depend- 
‘ent children, and aid to the needy 
blind. 

On these three programs Fulton 
County paid out five percent or 
$207,139.98; the State 45 percent, 
and the Federal Government 50 
percent. 

Coming solely from County 
ifunds was $246,185.72 for general 
lassistance or direct relief for per- 
sons unable to work due to ill- 
ness, physical or mental handi- 
caps, and who were not eligible 
for Federal-State aid. 

In addition, Dr. Vinton said, 400 
children per month were main- 
tained in foster homes and insti- 
tutions, with 400 others coming 
under Welfare department super- 
vision, The latter have been re- 
turned to their original homes, 
adoptive homes or homes of rela- 
tives. The County wards are either 
orphans or had been released to 
welfare by the Courts. 

The Department’s caseload was 
broken roughly into the following 
a: old age assistaice 9,700;

Fruit Cake 
Encores

It’s just about over now. 

The holiday season, that is. 

There’s an easy way for us to 
tell because our telephone calls 
all ask for the same help—food 
leftovers. 

Many calls have indicated a 
similar perplexing problem— 
what to do with leftover fruit 
cake or the crumbs from sli¢ging 
the cake. Perhaps other readers 
would like help with this, too, 
because such cake is too ex- 
pensive to waste. 


FRUIT CAKE BALLS 


Roll bits of moist fruit cake 
into balls one and a half inches 
in diameter. Roll in confection- 
er’s sugar. Serve with vanilla 
ice cream or with coffee for des- 
sert. 

The cake may be moistened 
with warm fruit juice, sherry 
or coffee. 

FRUIT CAKE PUDDING 


Beat one egg, add one cup 
finely crumbled dry fruit cake. 
Moisten with one-fourth to one- 
half cup hot water. Pour into 
two greased one-cup jelly 
glasses. Cover and steam 30 min- 
utes, Remove from glasses, slice, 
serve hot with a pudding sauce. 
Makes six small servings. 

EGGNOG SAUCED CAKE 


Place slices of fruit cake in 
top of double boiler. Sprinkle 
lightly with water. Cover and 
heat thoroughly. Serve with an 
eggnog sauce made like this: 


EGGNOG SAUCE 
2 tablespoons sugar 
tablespoon flour 
Dash salt 
egg, separated 
VY cups milk 
Ve teaspoon nutmeg 
tablespoon rum, or 
teaspoon rum extract 
teaspoon sugar. 


Combine two tablespoons su 
gar, flour and salt in top of 
double boiler. Add egg yolk and 
beat well. Then add milk slow- 
ly, stirring constantly. Cook 
over rapidly boiling water five 
minutes. Remove from heat; 
cool. Add nutmeg and rum. 
Beat egg white until foamy. 
Add one tablespoon sugar grad- 
ually, beating constantly until 
mixture stands in soft peaks. 
Fold into custard mixture. 
Makes about two cups.

LONDON — (4) — Little Radio | 
Luxembourg is stepping out as a 7 
real competitor for the monopo- 
listic British broadcasting corpora- 
tion—in the BBC’s own back yard. 

Luxembourg is competing with 
the BBC for the English radio lis- 
tener so it can sell more radio ad- 
vertising time to British firms. 

The BBC, which runs all radio 
in Britain, is non-commercial and 
carries no advertising. 

Luxembourg, located 400 miles 
across the Channel from Britain, 
says it’s competing successfully by 
offering livelier progfams than the 
British Broadcasting Company. 

“We concentrate on giving the 
English listener, particularly on 
Sundays, what he wants,” says 
Luxembourg advertising manager 
Frank Lee, an Englishman. “We 
think he wants good dance bands, 
funny comedians, Hollywood and 
British film stars and top-flight 
plays. Listener surveys show we're 
right.” 

Those surveys show, he said, 
that more Britons are tuning to 
Radio Luxembourg than ever be- 
fore in its 18-year history. 

This battle for the radio listener |. 
gets sharp only on Sundays when 
Luxembourg broadcasts directly to 
Britain from 1:30 p. m. until mid- 
night. During week days the sta- 
tion broadcasts only two hours 
daily in English, the rest of the 
time in French. 

The BBC goes in pretty heavily 
on Sundays for broadcasts of organ 
music, hymn singing, good-cause 
appeals, serial dramatizations of 
famous 18-century novels and re- 
peats of some popular ss 
carried earlier in the week

i Angels just like it decorated the Christmas _ 
tig g table of Gen. and Mrs, Horkan—she'is the 
sister of Mrs. Charles Pottinger—for we bought them to- 


gether in Heidelberg. 

The Germans say: “We used 
to go to Heidelberg to see ruins, 
now we go to escape them.” 

Heidelberg suffered little dur- 
ing the last conflict. cler mag- 
nificent old castle situated so 
wonderfully above ‘the Neckar 
River got its destruction in 1680 

‘from the French and in 1764 
from fire. For the last century 
the ruins have attracted tourists. 
It makes picture taking a glori- 
ous experience. The -amera 
supply folk ought to pay to keep 
it up. Good shots a chapel, sta- 
tues, palatial rooms and a cellar 
containing marvelous decorated 
casks, one can hold 50,000 gal-. 
lons of wine. Steps to the top of 
it and there a platform where in 
olden days in gay costumes the 
natives danced. 

‘The Germans make much 
more of Christmas holidays 
than Latin countries which go 
in for masses and music su- 
perb in the grandeur of their 
cathedrals. The Germans £0 
in for gifts and trees and 
Christmas stars and cakes and 
eandies and jolly Santa 
Clauses. 


Among the debris of their ruins 
in the show windows hastily set 
up little shops were all the fol- 
derol—red and greens and tinsels 
of a joyous Yuletide. Especially 
attractive were the tiny wooden 
carved and colored figures of 
people and animals. Perhaps 
they came from Nuremberg, for 
now that the trials of the war 
criminals are over the famous 
old master toy makers there are 
back at work! . 

Max and I were visiting the 
Horkans. They have a charming 
daughter who writes a news- 

column titled “On The 
own With Kay.” And their 
house, though a German one, 
with a garden on the river, is 
modern with a Beverly 
look and comfort. It is livable, 
large and lovely. 

Kay is at the University of 
Heidelberg founded in 1386 and 
still crowded with students. The 
renowned Red Ox. Tavern still 
caters to them; although if you 
drop into it today instead of, see- 
ing beer mugs clicking to the tune 
of German songs, you will be 
more likely to see students eat- 
ing black bread with potato soup 
earnestly studying a textbook. 

“And what about the duel- 
ing?” While sightseeing we 
asked the guide, because dueling 
had made Heidelberg as famous 
as football had made Norte 
Dame. 

“Dueling!” He put a finger 
across his lips, ““Fhe authorities 
frown upon it. But,” he whis- 
pered, “occasionally theres a 
hootlegged one.” The guide, 
Phillipe Mechling, was as in- 
triguing as quaint as old Hei- 
delberg. He has been at it over 
fifty years. Note his name and 


be sure to ask for him in case 
you make Heidelberg your 
side trip from the Passion 
Play you may intend te see 
this year. 


He was invited by the Kirg 


and Queen of England to come 


to their coronation and he went. 


But he is best when telling about 
his friendship with Mark Twain 
who visited Heidelberg nine 
times. Mechling says Mark 
Twain liked to fancy himself the 
prototype of his book “Innocents 
Abroad.” And though Twain 
boasted that he traveled through 
Germany with perfect ease on 
two words, “Gutes beer”, the 
guide claims the author spoke 
fluent German and was a sharp 
customer. And that he was so 
impressed with the lighting of 
Heidelberg that the called it, 
“The fallen Milky Way.” 

Guide Mechling was also very 
chummy with the Duke of Winda- 
sor when he was the Prince of 
Wales. The Duke it seems was 
a romantic type. He used to 
stroll around the castle in the 
moonlight. -One evening he 
asked the guide to take him in- 
cognito around the student 
haunts. They dropped into the 
Red Ox and the Prince’and he 
each drank 18 beers. He says 
that all he remembers after that 
was walking around the town 
arm in arm singing student 
songs!

But you don’t do 
it—because of the wild card your 
partner has just addéd to your 
canasta base. 

Why should partner have done 
that? He ruined your chance for 
a natural canasta and, by giving 
up a wild card, decreased his own 
chance to get the pack.

Real rudeness and real dis- 
respect are, aside from the prin- 


ciple involved, far from attrac- 
tive qualities—if teenage boys 
and girls could only see it, or 
see themselves.

I want to talk about—but rather 
the merely apparent disrespect 
which shows itself sometimes 
during the inbetween years, and 
also often during the teens. 

It helps us to keep in mind 
that most of our boys’ and girls’

mands, their speech or manners 
which sound disrespectful, are 
not really so, for the simple rea- 
son that they are not meant to 
be. Children are on the whole 
honest, frank, casual off-hand. 
They don’t “listen” to the sound 
of their own speech to you. 
They are still getting their foot- 
hold as people in this adglt 
world, and are still not thor- 
oughly soaked in the traditions 
of civilized behavior. So it is 
important for us not,to misin- 
terpret their speech and man- 
ners to us, and a mistake to 
pick them up on every little act 
we consider a slip from conven- 
tional adult courtesy.
